SECOND HOMESTEADS, 
Whatever may have been the case in pre- 
vious years there can be no question about 


the destination of the large majority of the 
emigrants from Eastern Canada now coming 
into Manituba. The Winnipeg dailies publish 
the nanes, late hctocs und destinations of 
the menibers of cach party. From these lists 
it appears that, as in former years, the bulk 
of the emigration is not from the worst but 
the best part ef Canada, that is the Ontario 
peninsula, It is aleo apparent that Mani- 
toba and especiully southern and south- 
western Manituba including the Brandon 
distiict is receiving the majority of tue 
arrivals. A few come as far wes:as Muose 
Jawand avery fewas furas Calgary. No 
doubt the rush to southwestern Manitoba is 
stimulated Wy the assurcd prcspect of early 
railway competition in Ubat region by means 
of the Manituba and Northern Pacific. It is 
preity evident thatthe tide from Ontario 
and certainly that irom Manitoba has ceased 
to flow to Dakota, until some new insanity 
in Canadian land regulations again helps to 
fill it with Canadian settlers, There is very 
little doubt that Dakota has not realized the 
hopes that land boomers raised regarding its 
alkali wastes and that Manitobu—other 
things being «qual~stands higher in public 
cstimation asa field for emigration, Right 
here the BULLEDIN desires toremark that it 
is to be hoped that the immigration 
boom of this year will uot have the effect of 
that of 1882 and turn the heads of our land 
Officials tosuch anextent that they will 
raise bur after bar ayaitst the incoming tide 
until it is again diverted to a foreign field. Al- 
though Dakvia may be discredited Washing: 
ton territory still remains, There has beena 
large emigration there during the past year 
or two, from Canada as well as from parts of 
the Unitcd States, an emigration that has 
by no means ceased yet. As the tide was 
turned to Dakota before so it cun be turned 
to Washington uow, The time has not yet 
arrived—which was foolishly thought to have 
arrived in 1882—-when Canada has a corner 
on eligible fields for emigration throughout 
the world,and it is to be hoped that desirable 
population will not be turned away until that 
time comes, 

A word regarding second homesteading 
may not be out of place in this connection. 
This former feature of the land regulations 
has been most persistently denounced in 
official reports, and utterances which were 
inspired from these sources, while at the 
Game time, although the evil is alleged to be 
80 great, no whisper comes from the people 
chicfly interested, the settlers themselves, 
against it. On the contrary numerous peti. 
tions have been forwarded favoring the con- 
tinuance of the privilege at least for a time. 
The charge ayainst second homesteading is 
that it encourayes shifting about for specula- 
tive purposes on the part of settlers, thereby 
locking up the landsand by so much injur- 
ing the country. This is absolutely all. 
True our paternal minister of interior goes 
so far asto say that the removals made by 
the settler as a consequence of this privilge 
are to his own injury, Of that macter most 
people of common sense would permit the 
settler to be the judve.

Ice 
was running in the Red Deer when the stave 
reached there and the wagon had to be left 
on the south side.
